"BERLIN, Dec. 12.—Following is the text of the 
note ‘addressed by Germany andher allies to the 


neutral powers for transmission to the Entente ' 


Allies: 

“The most terrific war experienced in history 
has been raging for the last two years and a half 
_over a large part of the world—a catastrophe which 
thonsands of years of common civilization was un- 
able.to prevent and which injures the most precious 
achievements of humanity. 

: Chin alld: ard niet’ toabsadber nee. uplhdliiade oor 
adversaries. In spite of our iconsciousness of our 
‘military and-economie stréngth and our readiness 
6 contine the war (which has been forced upon 
us) to. the bitter end, if necessary; at the same 
time,. prompted. by the desire to avoid further 
bloodshed-and maké.an end to the atrocities of war, 
the four allied powers propose to enter forthwith 
into peace negotiations. 

“The propositions which they bring forward 
for such negotiations, and which have for their 
object a guarantee of the existence, of the honor 
arid ‘liberty of evolution for their nations, are, 
acedtding to their firm belief, an appropriate basis 
for the establishment of a lasting peace. 

“The four allied powers have been obliged to 
take up arms to defend justice and the liberty of 
hational evolution. The glorious deeds of our 
armies have in no way altered their purpose. We 
always maintained the firm belief that our own 
rights and justified claims in no way control the 
rights of these nations.  , 

“The spiritual and material progress which 
were the pride of Europe at the beginning of the 
twentieth cefttury are threatened with ruin. Ger- 
many and her allies, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria, 
and ‘Turkey, gave proof of their unconquerable 
‘strength in this struggle. They gained gigantic 
advantages over adversaries superior in mumber 
atid ‘wair material.” Our lines stand unshaken 
against ever-repeated attempts made by armits.

To the Vatican. 

BERLIN, Dee, 12.—The note-of: the. German 
Government, as presented by Dr. von Muhlberg, 
German Minister to the Vatican, to Cardinal Gas- 
parri, Papal Secretary of State, reads as follows: 

“ According to instructions received, I have the 
honor to send to your Eminence a copy’ of the dec- 
laration of the [mperial Government today, which 
by the good offices of the powers. instrusted with 
the protection of German interests. in the. countries 
with which the German Empire is ina state of war, 
transmits to these States, and in which the Imperial 
Government declares itself ready to.enter into peace 
negotiations. The Austro-Hungarian, Turkish, and 
Bulgarian Governments also have sent similar 
notes, 

“The reasons .which prompted Germany “and 
her allies to take this step are manifest. For two 
years and a half a terrible war has been devastat- 
ing the European Continent. Unlimited treasures 
et civilization have been destroyed. Extensive 
areas have been soaked with. blood. . Millions: of 
brave soldiers have fallen in battle and millions 
have returned home ag invalids. Grief and sorrow 
fill almost every house. 

“ Not only upon the belligerent nations, but alzo 
upon neutrals, the destructive consequences of the 
gigantic struggle weigh heavily. ‘Trade and com- 
merce, carefully built up in ‘years of peace, have 
been depressed.. The..best forces of the nation 
have been withdrawn from the production of useful 
objects. Europe; which formerly was dewWited to 
the propagation of religion and civilization, .which 
was trying to-find solutions for social problems, 
and was the home: of science and ‘art and’ all 
peaceful labor, now.resembles an immense war 
camp, in which the -achievements and works of 
many decades are doomed to annihilation, . 

“Germany is garrying on a war of defense 
against her enemies, which aim at her on. 
She fights to assure the integrity of her frontiers 
and the liberty of the German nation, for the 
right which she claims to develop freely her in- 
telleetual and economic energies in: peaceful com- 
pdtition and on an equal footing with other nations. 
All the efforts of their enemies are unable to, shat-' 
ter the heroic armies of the (Teutonic) allies, 
which protect the frontiers of their . countries, 
strengthened by the certainty that the enemy shall 
never pierce the iron wall.

Europe’s sad future if the war continues; seized 
with pity in the face of the unspeakable misery of 
humanity, the German Empire, in accord with her 
allies, solemnly repeats what the Chancellor already 
has declared, a year ago, that Germany is ready 
to give peace to the world by setting before. the 
whole world the question ‘whether or not it is pos- 
sible to find a basis for an understanding. .. 

“ Since the first day of the Pontifical reign his 
Holiness the Pope has unswervingly demonstrated, 
in the most generous fashion, his solicitude for the 
innumerable victims of this war. He has alleviated 
the sufferings and ameliorated the fate of thou- 
sands of men injured by this catastrophe. Inspired 
by the exalted ideas of his ministry, his Holiness 
has seized every opportunity in the interests of 
humanity to end so sanguinary a war. 

“The Imperial Government is firmly confident 
that the initiative of the four powers will find 
friéndly welcome on the part of his Holiness, and 
that the work of peace can count upen the precious 
support of the Holy See.” 


Austria’s Separate Statement. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—An official Be cela state-

“When in the Summer of 1914:the patience of 
Austria-Hungary was exhausted by a series of sys- 
tematically continued and ever incréasing provoca- 
tions and menaces, and the monarchy, after almost 
fifty years of unbroken peace, found itself com:

Possible Terms of Peace 
As Heard in. Washington 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—While 
the text of the Teutonic note did not 
contain the terms on which the Cen- 
tral Powers would make peace, it 
was said in well-informed Teutonic 
circles here that they were expected 
to contain substantially these provi- 
sions: 

The restoration of Belgium and the 
evacuation by Germany of all French 
territory in return for the restoration 
to Germany of her colonies. 

The establishment of Poland and 
Lithuania as separate kingdoms, or a 
separate kingdom. 

The restoration to Bulgaria of, all 
territory lost in the second Balkan 
war and the retention of Constanti- 
nople by Turkey. 

The retention of part of Serbia by 
Austria as a portion of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire. 

Another version intimated that Ger- 
many might be willing to leave the 
settlement of the Balkan question 
to the peace conrerence. '

people therefore must wait until the 
offer had been formally brought to the 
attention of this Government béfore 
any indication of the President’s pur- 
pose could be given, 


May Act Only “ As Messenger, Bey.” 


But among certain influential mem-~- 
ers of the Administration whose views 
would have great weight in the deter- 
mination of the policy to be pursued 
by. the President, a-very strong opin- 
ion prevailed that this Government could 
take no other course than to serve as 
the mere intermediary forthe trans- 
mission of the peace proposal of the 
Central ‘Powers, to the Governments of 
their- enemies, As expressed in one 
quarter, the part which, the United 
States would perform would be merely 
that of a “‘ messenger boy’ with no 
responsibility and no authority in con- 
nection with the offer. E 

There would be no impropriety on the 
part of the’ United States In transmit- 
ting the peace offer of Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Turkey, and Bulgaria. All 
communication. between the British and 
German Governments, for example, is 
now conducted by the United States, 
which would be following the line of 
that service in transmitting the peace 
overtures. -

Kaiser Notifies His Army 
of Germany's Peace Move 


LONDON, -Dec. 12.—A . Central 
News dispatch from Amsterdam says 
it is anounced officially in’. Berlin 
that Emperor: “William has notified 
his commanding Generals of Ger- 
many’s peate offer, and has informed 
them it is still uncertain whether the 
offer will be accepted.’ Until that un- 
certainty is énded, the message says, 
they are to fight on. The message is 
quoted as.,follows: 

“ Soldiers: In agreement with the 
Sovereigns of my allies, and with 
the consciousness of victory, I have 
made an offer of peace to the enemy. 
Whether it ‘will be accepted is still 
uncertain. Until that moment arrives 
you will fight on.”

MISPLACED APOLOGIES. 
Schrecklichkeit ought not to apol- 
ogize. To be impressive the ideal of 
ruthlessness ought not to be blurred 
and marred by evasions, tergiversa- 
tiona, childish denials, and excuses, 
like a boy caught in the jam closet.
